GOD RUNS A MEXICAN 
BUSINESS 


“Years ago I made God my part- 
ner and to him I owe the growth 
in my business,” Sr. Fernando Rod- 
ringuez, the Moderator of the Synod 
of Mexico, remarked to a friend a 
few weeks ago, This chance remark 
revealed—the secret of the life of 
this man who has meant so much 
to the cause of Christ in Mexico, 

To be a “partner with God” in 
Christian work is not unusual, but 
te take God into business, to allow 
His principles to govern every bus- 
iness deal, to make a business an 
evangelizing agency is unusual-and 
yet that is exactly what this Mod- 
erator of the Synod of Mexico has 
done for nineteen years. 

“Them that honor me I will honor 
said the Lord, and the life of Sr. 
Rodriguez is a working out of that 
promsie. Nineteen years ago he 
came from Tampico to Mexico City 
ahd in a very small way began a 
furniture business. In a country 
where it had always been custom- 
ary to have a sliding scale of prices 
he decided to have one price and 
determined that the quality of his 
goods should be exactly as repre- 
sented. This also was a departure 
from a time-honored custom but, 
if God-were a partner every deal 
must be marked by absolute hon- 
esty, otherwise the. business could 
not be a testimony to the Christian 
faith. Many prophesied failure, A 
business could hot be run on that 
basis. But it was not long before 
the people learned that one could 
buy with confidence at the “New 
Furniture Store’, and it prospored 
Today it is probaly the langest furni 
ture store in Mexico City, having 
a turnover of more than a million 
and a quarter pesos annually. 

The dedication of this store to 
God is not just a pious phrase. Two 
years ago, when Sr. Rodrigues com- 
pleted his new sir-story building,

they came into the business. Each 
week a Bible class is conducted in 
the store for the employees and the 
average attendance is forty. At- 
tendarice is not compulsory in any 
ay, but most of the employees are 
there because of the spiritual help 
they obtain. 

Mr. Rodriguez’ business is only 
a means to the end, because hi¢ 
chief interest is in Christian work 
and he is never to busy to take 
part in anything which will fur- 
ther the cause of Christ, He has 
been active in Christian work since 
his conversion ag. a young. man. 
For more than twenty-five years 
he has been an elder in the church 
and for sixteen years has been the 
superintendent of the Sunday 
School of Divino Salvador. . Under 
his guiding hand the school has 
grown until mow it has thirty class. 
es under the care of well-trained 
teachers, and jthe average atten- 
dance last year was 552. This 
does not include {the Sundey 
Schools of the five mission church- 
e3 but only those who gather in the 
central place of worship. More 
than half the scholars bring their 
Bibles and it is not uncommon to 
gee a class in which practically ev- 
eryone is following the lesson with 
Bible in hand. this emphasis which 
Sr. Rodriguez has placed on the 
use of the Bible is reflected in the 
report of the number of chapters 
read each week. For the year 1941 
the average number of chapters 
read by the Sunday School was 23- 
29 each week. 

It has often been said that our 
handling of money is the acid test 
of our devotion to God. In this the 
real devotion of Sr. Rodriguez is 
more clearly seen 
other way. He is a tither of course 
but he believes that one does not 
really begin to give until he gives 
at least one-tenth of his income. 
Up to that point he feels one has 
only done his duty and so not»to 
be unprofitable he gives much 
more than his tithe.
